and the ornamental quality suitable for home decora-

names already nationally known or that surely will be 


known. All were painted with the hope that ultimate- 
ly they would find their way into the hands of some= 
one who would like them and enjoy them and use 
them as all art should be used—as part of the setting 
of daily living.
